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Old mine may 
delay new school 


CONSTRUCTION 


A forgotten coal mine may delay con¬ 
struction of a new school in south 
Fdmonton. 

“This is definitely a first for us," said 
Brian J-'edor, assistant deputy minister 
of Alberta Infrastructure's learning fa¬ 
cilities division. 

The coal mine could be located under¬ 
neath Ivor Dent School, which work¬ 
ers are supposed to begin building as 
of April. 

"We found an old map of the city, 
which shows that there was a mine in 
that vicinity that opened in L9Q5 and 
closed in 1925. Should it be under the 
school, we may have to revisit the con¬ 
struction start date.” 

The Ivor Dent School is set to replace 
three aging schools in the Greater Law¬ 


ton neighbourhood. 

While Fedor said it appears the mine 
won't affect the school site, seismic test¬ 
ing will be used to “see what's under¬ 
neath, and whether it poses a risk* 

He said an environmental consult¬ 
ing firm on the project took the assess¬ 
ment forward after learning about the 
coal mine. 

"The information we have from the 
consultant ... is that there was a coal 
seam that was worked there that was 
three metres high, so the risk could be 
from collapse," Fedor said. 

The tunnel itself is 30 metres below 
ground, he said. 

“What that tells us from experience is 
that even if the tunnel mine collapsed, 
the impact at the surface would be one 
or two feet." he said. 

Fedor said it's unlikely the mine is 
located right under the future school, 
and that a collapse would be a worst- 
case scenario. 

If it"s found to be a risk, the city 
would put in concrete as a structural 
precaution, he said. 

Fedor also said the city is testing 
for methane, which is associated with 
coal mines. 

Results from the testing will be avail¬ 
able in late March, he said.

now available at some Alberta 
pharmacies in response to the 
rapid rise of fentanyl-related 
deaths. 

Associate Health Minister 
Brandy Rayne will make the 
announcement on Wednes¬ 
day in Calgary, though the 
kits have already 
been available at 
some pharma¬ 
cies throughout 
the province 
for abnut two 
weeks, according 
to Jimy Mathews, 
president of the 
Alberta Pharma¬ 
cists Association. 

Naloxone kits 

buy a user lime to seek pot¬ 
entially life-saving medical 
treatment. 

“It’s nice to know we have 
!naloxone) in case the need 
arises fora patient — it’s not 
like you want to wait on this 
one here," Mathews said. “I'm

vices is seeing a need for a kit 
like this and has been able to 
work with pharmacies to ad¬ 
minister a program like this.” 

The government confirmed 
it’s expanding the take-home 
naloxone program to phar¬ 
macies. 

On Wednesday, it’ll an¬ 
nounce how many pharma¬ 
cies have signed up for the 
take-home naloxone program 

"This is the (government's) 
latest step to increase access 
to naloxone," said Laura Tup- 
per, spokesperson for Health 
Minister Sarah Hoffman. 

Pharmacies spent the past 
two weeks registering for the 
take-home naloxone program, 
which led to the delayed an¬ 
nouncement, the government 
added. 

The nalox¬ 
one kits will 
be available at 
no charge for 
addicts at high 
risk of opioid 
overdose, if 
they’re regis¬ 
tered with an 
Alberta health¬ 
care insurance 
plan and have a valid personal 
health number. 

Patients must also have a 
valid prescription from eli¬ 
gible naloxone preservers, 
which include doctors, phar¬ 
macists and nurse practition¬ 
ers.

educational process on how 
the medication works and. if 
it's needed, how r to actually 
use it,” Mathews said. 

He said each pharmacy will 
carry a maximum of two kits. 

“I believe the hope is that 
you’d first dispense those two 
before you'd even order more 


from McKesson (a pharma¬ 
ceutical distributor).” 

Earlier this month, Alberta 
Health Services distributed 
4,0-00 take-home kits to 29 
clinics and eight harm reduc¬ 
tion sites. 

There were 272 overdose 
deaths involving fentanyl in 


Alberta last year — up from 
120 in 2014. 

Currently, health-care prac¬ 
titioners authorized to pre¬ 
scribe naloxone can't pre¬ 
scribe naloxone to loved ones 
of fentanyl addicts, though 
the government is working 
to change that legislation.

NDP calls 
for probe 
of media 
policies 

The,Alberta government is bat- 
tl ing iur online news oudet over 
access to the Legislature and has 
asked a rerendy retired journal¬ 
ist to review its media policy. 

The conflict began two weeks 
ago when two contributors 
from The Rebel, a highly con¬ 
servative web platform driv¬ 
en by political commentator 
hzra Levant, were barred from 
a government announcement 
in Calgary about new rules for 
oil royalties. 

Sheila Gunn Reid and Holly 
Nicholas say the premier’s staff 
denied them access to the news 
conference because they were 
with The Rebel. 

Three days later, Reid tried to 
enter the legislature to cover a 
joint news conference with liie- 
mier Rachel Motley and llime 
Minister Justin Trudeau. 

Reid said security staff denied 
her entrance because the pre¬ 
mier’s office had directed that 
The Rebel was on a ”nogo" list. 

Government spokeswoman 
Cheryl Oates denied the ac¬ 
cusations. 

Oates said the pair had not 
signed up ahead of time for the 
royalty review news conference 
— as required from all media — 
and therefore couldn’t attend. 

As for the Trudeau visit, the 
legislature was under tight se¬ 
curity and only mainstream 
media organizations and ac¬ 
credited legislature press gal¬ 
lery members were allowed,

Sohi was paid the money 
after being sworn in as a mem¬ 
ber of Parliament and stepping 
down after eight years as a 
councillor. 

That payment was part of 
the compensation package set 
by an independent ciEy com¬ 
mittee that oversees compen¬ 
sation for councillors. 

Last week. Oshry told Metro

But city staff informed him 
they won't meet again until 
2020, bused on a policy that 
has them review council pay 
every two terms. 

Oshry said he's disappoint¬

"It's clear to me that council 
is happy to wait for 2020, so I 
will wait until 2020" 

Oshry said he doesn't believe 
council members should be 
given a transition allowance 
when they leave for other pol¬ 
itical office. 

He said he received a fair 
amount of email about this, 
with most constituents sup¬ 
portive of his stance, which 
is why he raised it at council. 

“1 promised I would follow 
through and thilt's the answer 
[ got." 

The transition allowance is 
part of the standard pay pack¬ 
age for councillors and is paid 
regardless of whether a coun¬ 
cillors loses an election or de¬ 
cides not to run.

A Party City employee who 
received a homophobic val¬ 
entine last weekend says he’s 
found a new job and will likely 
not return to his employer of 
three years. 

“from the outpouring of 
love and support I received, 
a lot of offers came in," said 
Degas Sikorski, a 20-year-old 
openly gay University of Al¬ 
berta student. “J have accepted 
a customer service position at a 
new place, but have been asked 
to keep the details quiet." 

On Saturday, during a shift 
at work, Sikorski received a 
valentine on which someone 
had v,'lit ten a homophobic slur. 
The writing also suggested he 
wasn't getting shifts because 
of bis sexual identity. 

Sikorski’s mother shared a 
picture of the message and the 
story online. 

Days after receiving the mes¬ 
sage. Sikorski said he suffered 
a breakdown. 

“(Monday) was a really hard 
point ... my emotions caught 
up to me. 3 broke down. 1 


wasn't thinking straight. I was 
tired — l only got four hours of 
sleep the night before because 
of the stress," he said. 

Not all his emotions have 
been negative, though, he said. 

“Reading some of the lov¬ 
ing and supporting messages 
people have been sending 
me from around the world... 

J thought I'd be out of tears by 
now, but it makes me cry every 
time," Sikorski said. 

Sikorski has filed a report 
with the police, who are treat- 
ing the incident as a hate 
crime. Party City has said it is 
also investigating internally 
to find out who was behind 
the message. 


“I just want a confession, an 
apology and a reason for why 
they said what they said. I'm 
not looking for blood or for 
heads to roll," Sikorski said. 

tor now. he said he’s trying 
to see the good that has come 
out of the situation. 

“One message I received 
that stuck in my mind was 
that fm raising awareness for 
something that isn't shown 
very often ... that the LGK1Q 
community is still vulnerable." 

Because of his experience, 
he said he’s now considering 
working with the Pride Centre 
or doing other volunteer work 
to continue bringing attention 
to the issue.

Lber is yet again threatening to 
leave Edmonton — this time if 
the Alberta government doesn't 
move swiftly on new insurance 
regulations for the rideshare 
industry. 

The company did not return 
calls iuesday, but in an email 
sent to its members it said it 
needs approval of a new in¬ 
surance product and proposed 
licensing requirements to con¬ 
tinue operating in Edmonton. 

“Without approval by the 
NDP government before March 
t. thousands of Albertans will 
lose their ability to earn by pro¬ 
viding rides, and tens of thou-

sands will lose access to a much 
needed transportation option," 
SEtid Ra mil Kar, the company’s 
genera] manager, in the email. 

“If the provincial government 
doesn't act on driver's licensing 
and insurance before March 1st. 
Uber will be unable to operate 
in Alberta." 

Last month, city councillors 
approved a new bylaw for ride- 
sharing that would allow Uber 
and other similar companies to 
operate legally as of March l. 
but requires provinciaily regu- 


i ei ted insurance for rides hare 
drivers. 

In the protracted debate that 
led to the recent bylaws passing 
the company also threatened to 
leave Edmonton if city council 
did not approve the bylaw. 

Intact Insurance has worked 
with the company in Ontario 
on a policy that allows rideshar¬ 
ing and it has been approved 


by regulators there. 

but Alberta's superintend¬ 
ent of insurance has not made 
a decision on that insurance 
product. 

In an email, Aileen Mitchell, 
press secretary to Transpor¬ 
tation Minister Brian Mason, 
could not provide any details 
or a timeline for the govern¬ 
ment’s decision. 


Edmonton’s worsening eco¬ 
nomic conditions have at least 
two city councillors worried the 
city could run out of room to 
borrow faster than it expects. 

The city currently has S2.8 
billion in debt, which it has 
accumulated paying for LET 
projects, roads and other major 
infrastructure across the city, 
and it is about 60 per cent of 
what allows Edmonton to bor¬ 
row under limits set out in law. 

Those limits allow munici¬ 
palities to borrow up to twice 
the amount of tax revenue they 
receive in a given year And 
that's what worries Coun. Mi¬ 
chael Oshry, who said the city 
may face a few lean years where 
money won't be flowing quite 
so quickly iulo its coffers. 

“The economy is doing quite 
poorly and there is potential for 
it to do substantially worse,” he 
said as council examined the 
issue Tuesday. 

Oshry said the city doesn’t 
fare any major financial strug¬ 
gle, but there could be some 
short-term pain. 

Coun. Mike Nickel asked ad¬ 
ministration to model some 
worst-case scenario situations 
and report back to council.

The city’s chief financial 
officer, lodd Burge, said they 
have looked at a lot of scenar¬ 
ios when it comes to the city's 
debt, but don't believe a big 
drop in revenue is a major 
concern. 

“1 would hope that if there is 
an adjustment in our revenue 
we have sufficient capacity/ 1 
he said. ’It would have to drop 
off pretty significantly to be

Wildfire season to start a month early 


Alberta is starting its wildfire 
season a month early after 
flames last year torched, almost 
5.000 square kilometres. 

Forestry Minister Oneil dark¬ 
er says the extra time provided 
with the March 1 launch will 
eusure that trews are recruited, 
trained and positioned to re¬ 
spond quickly to any wildfires 
that break out in early spring 
and through the year. 

Carlier said the province is 
already wondering how the 


mild, dry winter will affect the 
fire threat in the Forest zone. 

“While it is difficult to pre¬ 
dict what weather conditions 
will be like in the weeks and 
months ahead, we know right 
now that there has been below- 
average snow and rainfall 
across much of Alberta over 
the past few months.” Carlier 
said Tuesday. 

“We will continue to mon¬ 
itor the situation Eind be ready 
to respond if and when we are 


needed.” 

Alberta's get-ready-early ap¬ 
proach comes from painful 
experience. 

The province has been start¬ 
ing its wildfire season a month 
early since the year after the 
May 2011 fire that destroyed 
part of the town of Slave Lake 
and forced thousands of people 
from their homes. 

Last year, there were 1,756 
wildfires in Alberta — more 
than twice the 25-year average. 


Crews managed to contain 
93 per cent of wildfires with¬ 
in about a day and prevented 
flames from en tering any com¬ 
munities. 

The cost wasn't cheap. Al¬ 
berta spent $474 million on 
wildfires last year. 

Carlier said it is prudent to 
be prepared. 

“It really gives us a Leg-up on 
what we anticipate might be 
again a very busy fire season.’*

Two vocations, 
one goal to 
help seniors 
through tech

Seniors are perhaps less in 
love with technology than 
Millennia Is, which presents a 
challenge to health-care pro¬ 
fessionals. 

To bridge it. health-care ex- 
pens and young developers are 
hunkering down this weekend 
to create new apps workable 
for even the most Wi-Fi-wary 
senior. 

Hacking Health is a national 
program that works to find 
technological solutions for 
health problems, and Ldmon- 
ton’s event Feb. 19-21 is turn¬ 
ing that focus to 
older adults. 

Event organ¬ 
izer Lili Liu, also 
the chair of Oc¬ 
cupational Ther¬ 
apy at the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta, 
said that when 
your old phone 
breaks, most of the options to 
replace it will have Wi-Fi ca¬ 
pability and a camera — mean¬ 
ing seniors have more access to 
technology than ever before. 


But collaboration is key to 
making sure the end product 
is useful for seniors. 

“just because a person is a 
developer and knows codes 
doesn't mean they have exper¬ 
tise on the experience of life, 
which is what an older adult 
would have,” she said. 

Lllv Park, who has a PhD in 

u 

rehabilitation science, plans 
to pitch an app where older 
adults with dementia can store 
photos and videos. Then the 
software would organize it into 
a timeline or stoEy, similar to 
the way Facebook does. 

“Stories are veiy powerful ... 
and 1 think that older adults 
have so many rich stories, it’s 
maybe not saving lives but it 
can enrich their own lives be¬ 
ing able to share that with 
those around them.” she said. 

Park added some stones 
might even be able to be shown 
publicly down the road, help¬ 
ing to educate and bust stereo¬ 
types about life with dementia. 

"That’s where 
Tm starting from, 
but l don't have a 
lot of tech exper¬ 
tise," she said. 
That's where 
the several doz¬ 
en developers — 
many students 
at the University 
of Alberta — come in. Teams 
will form on Friday, work furi¬ 
ously all weekend and present 
their prototypes on Sunday 
afternoon.

Debate on Uber is key

When Uber arrived in Decem¬ 
ber 2014, it started a whirl¬ 
wind year for Edmonton's 
taxi industry. 

From public demonstra¬ 
tions to legal action, to 
marathon pu bl ic hearings 
last month that led to the 
approval of a new bylaw that 
will legalize Uber. the indus¬ 
try has endured it all. 

And for Ward 12, which 
some candidates say an in¬ 
credibly large percentage of 
that industry's workers call 
home, that makes the city’s 
ride-share bylaw all import¬ 


ant in the coming by election 
on Monday. 

Uber operated outside Ed- 
monton’s rules for more than 
a year and continues to do so, 
but a new bylaw coming into 
force March 1 could allow the 
company to operate legally. 

When this happens, Ed- 
monton will be the first city 
in the country to legalize 
Uber. 

The debate over the bylaw 
divided council and required 
a heavy police presence, as 
hundreds of taxi drivers pro¬ 
tested council's moves, 

•Several councillors at¬ 
tempted at a debate in Janu¬ 
ary to have the hearing post¬ 
poned until after the Ward 12 
byelection, but failed to gain 
support. Coun. Mike Nickel 
said at the time it was the 
right thing to do, 

“My argument is simply 
this: Can we not wait 30 to 
40 days until the by election 
is finished?* 

Several candidates also

sought this delay — includ¬ 
ing Nav Kaur, who said 35 per 
cent of taxi licence holders 
lived in the ward and their 
representative should be part 
of the debate, 

Edmonton Taxi Association 
president jasbir Gill sees no 
reason why council could not 
have waited. 

“The sky was not falling..., 
Nothing would have changed,” 
he said. 

The final bylaw passed in 
an B-4 vote, meaning an addi¬ 
tional councillor would not 
necessarily have changed the 
outcome. 

But two votes designed at 
setting a minimum fare for 


ride-sharing companies like 
Uber w r ere ties and were lost 
as a result. 

Gill said regardless of the 
actual breakdown of votes it 
was disappointing council 
wouldn't wait for a represent¬ 
ative from a ward with many 
people from the industry. 

“We consider this a very 
hasty decision and they could 
have analyzed it in a better 
way” 

Gill said the decision could 
be financially devastating for 
drivers and their families. 

“Especially those people 
who have been working in 
this industry for 20 or 25 
years, there is no place to go." 

A future Ward 12 council¬ 
lor will have the opportun¬ 
ity to make changes on the 
issue. Council has asked to 
revisit the idea of minimum 
and maximum fares for Uber 
later this year.

The son of a former Edmonton 
police chief is on trial in central 
Alberta for the alleged murder 
of his girlfriend.

Less than a decade ago, the Polar 
Continental ShdfPrqgram (PCSP) 
compound northwest of Resolute 
on Cornwallis Island, Nunavut, 
could support about 62 people. 
Today* it can handle as many 
ns 240. 

The compound—which hous¬ 
es living and office quarters and 
provides meals, accommoda¬ 
tions. transportation and field 
equipment to research groups 
in the Canadian Arctic — has 
“expanded four-fold in a very, 
wry short time," said acting PCSP 
Chief of Arctic Logistics Tim Mc- 
Cagherty. 

Rapid expansion came thanks 
to co-operation integral to all 
operations in the high Arctic. 

“If you're not ah working 
together, nothing happens." Mc- 
Cagherty said. "Nobody stands 
alone in the Arctic." 

Jn this case, the co-operation 
is between the PCSP — backed 
by Natural Resources Canada, 
Environment Canada and the De¬ 
partment of fisheries and Oceans 
— and the Gamidian Forces Arctic 


Q LOGISTICS 


Today, the PCSP provides 
support to more than 140 
camps from the Resolute 
base end has operated 
in more than 2,000 
locations in the Canadian 
Arctic, touching every 
island there is, meho 

Training Centre via the Depart¬ 
ment of National Defence. 

Jn 2007, the Canadian Armed 
Forces (CAF) received “the Canada 
First Defence strategy." which 
mandated an increase in CAF 
Arctic presence and sovereignty 
defence. 

“When (that) came up... the 
military turned around and said, 
"Okay, we've got to do an assess¬ 
ment of where we should place 
(a base of operations) and what 
should this facility do,'" said J,t. 
Col. Luc St Denis. 

The PCSP was thus established 
in the middle of the Canadian 
Arctic and has one of the long¬ 
est runways this far north, bar 
few. allowing for the kind of air 
projection vital to responding to 
sovereign threats almost any¬ 
where north of Churchill.

Vancouver has Found itself 
unwittingly thrust into the 
U.S. presidential rate after a 
new campaign ad for Repub¬ 
lican candidate Marco Rubio 
mistakenly featured footage 
of the Canadian city's down¬ 
town skyline. 


The ad. which was released 
over the weekend, opens with 
a scenic sunrise shot of a tug¬ 
boat with a city in the back¬ 
ground as a narrator says, 
“Jt's morning again in Amer¬ 
ica" — a reference to Ronald 
Reagan's 1984 campaign slo¬ 
gan that used the same line. 

The only problem? The city 
in the background isn't in 
America. 

It s unmistakably Vancou¬ 
ver's iconic downtown sky¬ 
line, seen across the Burrard 
Inlet. 

The city's Harbour Centre is 
clearly visible in the shot, as 
are the cranes at Port Metro 
Vancouver. A small Canadian 
flag can even be seen flying 


on the back of the tugboat. 

Rubio's campaign manager 
reportedly told Buzzfeed, 
which first reported on the 
footage, that the use of the 
clip was a mistake. 

Jt appears the footage ori¬ 
ginated From Shutters tack 
and was shot by Vancouver- 
based videographer Guy 
Chevasse. 

Another video from 
Chevasse that appears to be 
shot on the same day shows 
another unmistakable Van¬ 
couver landmark — the five 
white sails atop Canada Place. 

This isn't the first time Van¬ 
couver has been mistakenly 
identified as another city.

Band back in Paris 
for survivors’ show 


California rock band Cagles of 
Death Metal performed Tues¬ 
day at a highly charged Paris 
concert filled with fans who 
survived a terrifying massacre 
and siege at their last Paris show 
— and filled with memories of 
those who didn't. 

"Bonsoir Paris. w r e're ready 
for this! - frontman jesse Hughes 
told the crow r d at the Olympia 
concert hall, before heading 
straight into their first song. 

Later betw een two songs, he 
added: “Peace. Love and Rock 
and Rolir 

The band's performance Nov. 
13 at thehataclan concert hall 
turned into a bloodbath when 
Islamic extremist suicide bomb¬ 
ers stormed in, as near-simul¬ 
taneous attacks hit cafes and a 
stadium around Paris. Scores of 


concert-goers at the Bataclan 
were killed, while others hid or 
lay motionless for hours until 
a police raid ended the siege. 

Armed police guarded en¬ 
trances to the Olympia for 
Tuesday's performance, and 
concert-goers went through 
three bag and body searchers 
before entering. 

Viewers seemed in good 
spirits ahead of the show, some 
drinking outside, and little nerv¬ 
ousness in the crowd. 

The violence came just 10 
months after deadly jihadi at¬ 
tacks on a satirical newspaper 
and a kosher supermarket 
pushed the country into high 
alert, and forced French law¬ 
makers to look for ways to fur¬ 
ther protect citizens.

‘Humility' is 
needed in office, 
says former 
President 

George W. Bush never men¬ 
tioned Donald Trump. But with 
his folksy touch, the former 
president unleashed a tough 
takedown of the billionaire 
businessman who has upended 
a Republican Party his family 
has long led, 

“J understand Americans are 
angry and frustrated, 1 * Bush 
said Monday during his first 


campaign rally for his brother, 
Jeb Bush. "But we do not need 
somebody in the Oval Office 
who m iiTors and i nflames our 
anger and frustration.” 

Trump’s rise has confound¬ 
ed the Bush family and its al¬ 
lies. But despite months of 
predicting the brash billion¬ 
aire would fade, it’s Jeb Bush 
whose White House hopes are 
in peril, particularly if he's 
unable to pull out a strong 
showing in Saturday's South 
Carolina primary. 

The former president 
emerged from his self-imposed 
political hibernation to try to 
give Bush a President's Day 
boost. He layered each valida¬ 


tion of his younger brother 
with an implicit critique of 
Trump, 

He urged voters to hack a 
candidate tvho will be “meas¬ 
ured and thoughtful" on the 
world stage. A candidate whose 
“humili ty" helps him under¬ 
stand what be doesn't know. 
A candidate who can win in 
November’s general election. 

“All the sloganeering and 
all the talk doesn't matter if 
we don't win." Bush said. “We 
need somebody who can take 


a positive message across the 
country." 

With his brother as a strong 
warm-up act. Jeb Bush deliv¬ 
ered an impassioned version 
of his campaign speech, tout¬ 
ing his experience as Florida 
governor and vowing he could 
put Republicans bEick in the 
White House for the first time 
in eight years.

Pope to Mexico priests: Don’t be resigned to the status quo

Pope Francis urged Mexico's 
priests on Tuesday to Fight 
injustice and not resign them¬ 
selves to the drug-fueled vio¬ 
lence and corruption around 
them, issuing a set of marching 
ordens to shake up a Mexican 
church known for its cozy ties 
to the rich and powerful. 

Francis travelled to a hoE- 
bed of Mexico's drug trade 
for a Mass with the country’s 
priests and nuns. It was the 
First event of a daylong visit 
Eo Morelia, the capital of Mi¬ 
choacan state, that includes a 
meeting w r ith young people, a 
fixture of papal trips that often 


produces some of Ehe most 
memorable and spontaneous 
moments. 

Francis' visit was also a 
symbolic vote of confidence 
for the city's archbishop, 
Alberto Suarez Inda. Like Fran¬ 
cis, Suarez inda has called for 
Mexican bishops to be closer 
to their people and not act 
like bureaucrats or princes. 
Last year Francis made him a 
cardinal, an unambiguous sign 
that Francis wants “peripheral" 
pastors like him at the helm 
of the church hierarchy. 

!n his homily, Francis ad¬ 
monished the priests and nuns 


to not become resigned to the 
problems around them or give 
in to paralysis, which he called 
the devil's “favourite weapon." 

“Whitt temptation can come 
to us from places often domin¬ 
ated by violence, corruption, 
drug trafficking, disregard for 
human dignity and indiffer¬ 
ence in the face of suffering 
and vulnerability? What temp¬ 
tation might w r e suffer over 
and over again when faced 
with this reality, which seems 
to have become a permanent 
system?” Francis asked. 

“1 think we can sum it up in 
one word: resignation." 


It was a dear reference to 
the situation in Michoacan, 
a major methamphetamine 
production hub, as well as the 
nation at large, where gangs 
and drug lords have thrived 
thanks in part to the complici¬ 
ty of police and other public 
authorities. That conniption 
came to light most recently in 
the case of drug lord Joaquin 
“El Chapo" Guzman. w r ho es¬ 
caped for a second time from 
a maximum security prison in 
July, and was recaptured after 
an October meeting w r ith actor 
Sean Pen n.

Syrian boy posts heartfelt letter to King of Sweden 


A 12-year-old Syrian boy is 
hoping for an audience with 
Swedish King Carl XVI Gustaf 
after describing his family's 
perilous journey to the Nordic 
country in a moving letter to 
the figurehead monarch. 

The royal palace confirmed 
Tuesday that the king had re¬ 
ceived the letter from Ahmed, 
whose mother asked that his 
surname not be published be¬ 
cause he's a minor. The family 
is still waiting to hear wheth¬ 
er it will be granted refugee 
status. 


Ahmed wrote that his family 
lived happily in .Aleppo. Syria, 
“until the war started with the 
sound of missiles, shooting 
a nd terror," 

He described their escape 
to Greece in a “rubber boat” 
amid the cries of children and 
how his “heart was crushed” 
when he saw the tears of his 
mother. 

“1 wanted to talk about my 
journey from Syria to Sweden," 
Ahmed told T he Associated 
Press. “And I wanted to talk 
to him about Swedish people. 


I like the Swedish people very 
much." 

Ahmed wrote the letter in 
Arabic. Pooja Sharafi, a 29-year- 
old counsellor at the school 
in Mai mo where Ahmed is 
enrolled, helped him get it 
translated into Swedish. 

“1 was very moved when i 
read! it,’ 1 said Sharafi, whose 
parents fled to Sweden as refu¬ 
gees from Iran. He also posted 
the letter on Facebon k. 

Royal palace spokesman 
Daniel Urso said the king re¬ 
plied on I'eb. 11 but declined

A treacherous mix of snow, 
sleet and freezing rain turned 
morning commutes to icy mis¬ 
ery Tuesday for many returning 
from a long holiday weekend 
in the Northeast, a day after 
suspected twisters tore through 
parts of the South, 

At least three deaths were 
reported on slick roads, all in 
Virginia, and motorists battled 
hazardous road conditions over 
a wide area from the Mid-Atlan¬ 
tic states through Pennsylva¬ 
nia to northern New Fingkmd. 

In the West, California and 
Arizona braced for more rec¬ 
ord warm temperatures after 
basking in the high 80s and 
low 90s on Monday.

The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion say5 It may be necessary 
to use controversial methods 
like genetically modified mos¬ 
quitoes; to wipe out the insects 
that are spreading the Zika 
vims across the Americas. 

'The vims has been linked 
to a spike In babies, born with 
abnormally small heads, or 
microcephaly, in Brazil and 
French Polynesia. The U.N. 
health agency has declared 
Zika a global emergency., even 


though there is no definitive 
proof it is causing the birth 
defects. 

WHO said its advisory 
group has recommended fur¬ 
ther field trials of genetically 
modified mosquitoes, which 
have previously been tested 
in small trials in countries 
including the Cayman Islands 
and Malaysia. 

"Given the magnitude of the 
Zika crisis, WHO encourages 
affected countries ... to boost 


the use of both old 
and new approaches 
to mosquito control 
as the most immedi¬

Just weeks after a Vancouver 
company introduced unlimited 
paid vacation in January, some 
employees are already off on 
holidiws in Thailand 

"These aie high-quality people, 
who will come hack more re 
freshed, better than ever," said 
Jeff Booth, chief executive officer 
ofBuildJJirect, an online home 
improvement marketplace that 
sells everything front flooring 
to kitchens. 

"We Feel it’s the right thing 
for our employees. Instead of 
measuring hours, we measure 
output" said Booth, who says he 
took seven weeks ofvacation last 
year, “if my best person came to 
me and said, T really need this 


time, a paid vacation.’ Would I 
give it to them? I would" 

The policy now means all 300 
employees have access to un¬ 
limited paid vacation, including 
staff 7 in the warehouse. There are 
still rules — including limiting it 
generally to no more than four 
consecutive weeks. 

Miovision, a Waterloo-based 
traffic management company, 
also brought in the new un¬ 
limited paid vacation policy 
last month, ptirt of a policy to 
emphasize trust, but also for¬ 
malizing what had essentially 
been an unwritten rule. 

"The idea is take as much vaca¬ 



tion time as you need, but we‘re 
all here to build the future," said 
Miovision's CEO Kurtis McBride. 

Julian Barling, Borden chair 
of leadership at Smith School 
of Business, noted that the trad¬ 
itional model of limiting va¬ 
cation days was built on fear 
that people would escape the 
workplace. 

“In the workplaces of the cur¬ 
rent era. we are trying to con¬ 
struct workplaces that are very 
different, where autonomy is 
very important," he said.

Feds studying report to turn 
startups into successful firms 


The federal government is close¬ 
ly studying recommendations 
on how to help Canadian tech 
startups grow into global suc¬ 
cess stories — transformations 
that could eventually provide a 
boost for the ailing economy. 

The findings of a recent re¬ 
port are under analysis by the 
Liberal government, which has 
also been told internally that 
building small and medium 
tech firms into billion-dollar 
players remains a key chal¬ 
lenge. 

The review comes amid de¬ 
bate on how best to revive the 


economy, which is struggling 
with low commodity prices. 

The study, commissioned by 
the federal and Ontario govern¬ 
ments, outlines possible strat¬ 
egies to help budding entre¬ 
preneurs become high-growth 
operations. 

The analysis of the findings 
conies as the Liberals prepare 
their first budget, expected late 
next month. Some anticipate 
the fiscal blueprint to include 
measures to boost the tech and 
startup sectors. 

To get there, it explored six 
“priority areas" for Canada. 


These include Focusing on iden¬ 
tifying high-potential compan¬ 
ies. improving accountability 
by demanding better reporting 
and more data transparency 
from startup assistance groups, 
attracting more large corpora¬ 
tions to participate in the suc¬ 
cess of Canadian incubators and 
accelerators, boost the quality 
of mentor programs, expose 
startups to international mar¬ 
kets, and explore models to 
increase the role of investors. 

“Canada's continued under- 
performance on the creation of 
high-growth firms, and limited 
transactional activity within its 
startup community, speaks to 
real weaknesses in the entre¬ 
preneurial support ecosystem," 
said the report, commissioned 
under the previous Conserva¬ 
tive government.

You can't swing a media 
brand without hearing about 
the great rupture In American 
feminism, a split deeper than 
DD cleavage, a cat fight extra¬ 
ordinaire, mano-a-mano — or.

The schism First appeared 
a month ago and has reached 
a media Fever pitch: Young 
women a re choosing Bennie 
Sanders over Hillary Clinton, 
to their eiders' outrage. 

Let's begin with the ob¬ 
vious: Not all young women 
are choosing Sanders {celeb¬ 
rity example: Lena Dunham) 
and not all older women are 
choosing Clinton (example: 
Susan Sarandon). Also: not all 
women vote Democratic. 

Still, the debate is real 
enough that pro-Clinton for¬ 
mer U.S. secretary of stale 
Madeleine Albright got all 
evangelical last week, warn¬ 
ing of "a special place in hell 
for women who don't help 
each other" — an absurdly ill- 
fitting threat,, since Sanders 
supporters aren't the most 
religious. 

She probably meant to say 
"a special place in the Clin¬ 
tons' bad books." But all this

First: The debate feels 
pretty white. Despite notable 
supporters, including rap¬ 
per Killer Mike and a former 
NAACP chair, polls show black 
and Hispanic voters skew 
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heavily Clinton, And since! 
couldn't find a single poll de¬ 
tailing how black or Hispanic 
women are voting by age, I 
guess no one's that curious 
about where race plays into 
this feminist end-of-unity. 

Second; The debate is part- 
ly misdiagnosed. Yes, young 
women are feeling the Bern, 
but so are all young people, 

It's not a problem with femin¬ 
ism, it’s a problem with the 
generations at large Young 
voters are concerned with 
poverty, income inequality 
and the dismantling of estab¬ 
lishment power — ail things 
Sanders has championed.

“if you're not 71 years 
of age or older and if your 
taxable income is consider¬ 
ably higher now that it will 
be in retirement* then you 
still have time to be mak¬ 
ing RSI 1 contributions,” says 
Alan Cameron, investment 
advisor with Investment Plan¬ 
ning Counsel. “The reasons 
are no different when you're 
middle-aged and beyond than 
when you're younger — you'll 
get a tax deferral now and 
pity less tax when you pull 
it out, assuming you’ll be 
earning less” 

The big difference is that 
there's less opportunity for 
vour money to grow, as it 
won’t be in your RSI 1 as long 
and won’t benefit from dec¬ 
ades of compounding interest.

Time to get serious 

“Often, we see people who 
haven't saved much in the 
past start to panic around age 
50," says Jason Pereira, sen¬ 
ior financial consultant with 
Woodgate Financial Inc. and 
Investment Planning Counsel. 
"It’s unfortunate that people 
find themselves in this situa¬ 
tion, but whether you've left 


it late or not, at some point 
you have to get serious about 
retirement savings or you may 
not retire in el lifestyle you'll 
be comfortable with. 4 * 
According to Pereira, the 
question to ask yourself about 
your retirement savings is: 
Can you sustain the lifestyle 
you're accustomed to when 
you're no longer working? 


If the answer is no, now is 
definitely the time to get ser¬ 
ious about your retirement 
savings. 

You may also have to exam¬ 
ine why you haven’t been sav¬ 
ing until now. 

“If you’re dealing with 
credit-card debt or refinEtn- 
cing your home, you're liv¬ 
ing beyond your means," says 


Pereira. “When you're spend¬ 
ing more than you make when 
you 're worki ng. how can you 
ever expect a positive result 
when you’re retired? 41 Those 
who don’t save enough may 
either have to push back their 
retirement, change their cur¬ 
rent lifestyle or prepare for 
a very different standard of 
living in the future. 


Changing the focus 

The challenge isn’t always 
overspend ing. 

“Some investors choose to 
put all their money into paying 
off their mortgage. The focus 
is to pay off debt rather than 
to build equity,” says Pereira. 
“When people don’t invest 
in savings, they're ignoring a 
vital part of their future and 
think they can catch up later, 
but because you miss out on 
compounding interest, the 
longer you wait, the more 
money you’ll need." 

WhiLe RSPs are an excellent 
savings tool, their tax benefits 
may not be for everyone. 

“If your earnings are lower, 
SEty 545,000 or less, you would 
want to be looking at tax-free 
savings accounts fTFSAs), Also, 
KSPs may not be the answer 
if your post-retirement 
income is too close to your pne- 
retirement income or you’re 
always in the lowest tax brack¬ 
et,” Cameron suggests. 

For those nearing retire¬ 
ment, Jt’s more important 
than ever to get good advice. 

“You may have to adjust 
your goals, make lifestyle chan¬ 
ges and start ramping up your 
savings,” says Cameron. “A fi¬ 
nancial advisor can help you 
with this, showing you the best 
ways to mEike smart choices 
to help you reach your goals 
before you retire. 4 ’ 

He recommends taking a 
sober assessment of where 
you stand every year, Eind more 
often as you near retirement, 
Your retired self will thank 
you.

Glow: A word the world has a crush on 


From health food shops to 
beauty salons, the whole 
world seems to be aglow. Glow¬ 
ing cheeks, the Oh She Glows 
Cookbook, that pregnant glow, 
glow beauty magazine, glowing 
praise. GlamGlow skin care — 
the list, urn, glows on. lhe word 
shouts radiance and health. You 
can aspire to glow. People will 
notice. And you'll feel fantas¬ 
tic too! Our desire to “glow” 
sees us buying everything from 
glow-titled books to glow-brand¬ 
ed beauty products. But what 
makes this buzzword so lumin¬ 
ous and appealing? 

“The word 'glow' is often as¬ 


sociated with being natural and 
healthy," Seneca College market¬ 
ing professor Keza Alavie says. 

According to Alavie, advertis¬ 
ers used "glow" as early as 1B80 
to sell wo men swear, 

"Go into a grocery store and 
try to buy an apple that isn't 
shiny. You can’t. They cover 
apples in wax because they 
know it will attract customers. 
People are naturally drawn to 
shining and glowing things.” 

Our language, adds University 
of Toronto linguist j.K. Cham¬ 
bers, may account for much of 
the word's appeal. 

“'Glow' comes from a plain 


old Germanic root that has been 
in the English language as long 
as there has been an English 
language." Chambers says. “It 
has the simple, honest feel that 
clings to old monosyllables, 
without any airs.” 

Kyerson University philoso¬ 
pher Elizabeth Trott suggests 
that our desire to “glow" may 
speak to a deeper yearning. 

“Plato said when we learned 
more we would cont inue to seek 
the light of knowledge, and his 
metaphor in the famous cave 
analogy was moving toward 
the sun. Perhaps there is real 
unfulfilled need in human be¬ 


ings to be in, and aware of, nat¬ 
ural light.” 

Ryerson University sociolo¬ 
gist Paul Moore seems to think 
so too. 

“We project our vitality, our 
desires and wishes onto the 
objects we buy and the stuff 
we surround ourselves with," 
Moore says. “If s then really easy, 
too easy, to substitute things 
that glow for our own glowing 
health or a healthy society. Some 
would say that quest for glow 
is actually a sign of concern or 
longing for a more meaningful 
life or a more vibrant society."

Nissan docs a 
great job with 
this fine tune

In the brutally competitive auto¬ 
motive world, vehicles have to 
stay fresh. That's why, only three 
years after .Nissan introduced an 
all-new Sentra compact sedan, 
it’s now giving it a styling make¬ 
over for 2016. 

The engine 
doesn 't change, 
although the 
automatic 
continuous ly- 
variable trans¬ 
mission (CVT) 
is tweaked for 
better perform¬ 
ance. 

The big dif¬ 
ference is in the 
exterior styling, 
and the Sentra 
gets an entirely 
new r look from 
the windshield forward. 

It looks a lot like a snmller- 
scale Nissan Altima. with its 
chrome-accented grille and 
boomerang-shaped headlamps. 

Pricing starts at 515,898 for a 
base model (although it "s $ 18.998 
to get one with air condition¬ 
ing). while the mid-range £V 
trim with CVT. which Nissan 
says is the best-selling model, 
is S 19.998. 

The Sentra uses a 1.8-litre four- 
cylinder engine that works well 
in most driving conditions, al¬ 
though yotiTl probably wish 


for a bit more power on hard 
acceleration, such its highway 
passing. 

Hut while CVTs can often be 
noisy and feel rubbery tvhen 
mated to lower-horsepower en¬ 
gines, Nissan has done a great 
job fine-tuning this one. Its per¬ 
formance is barely noticeable, 
and that's a compliment. 

Other changes include 
improvements to the steering, 
which is stifierand w r hich makes 
for more comfortable driving on 
the highway. 

The ride is biggercar comfort¬ 
able, and extra attention paid 
to sound-deadening makes for 
an extremely quiet 
cabin. 

There are few 
styling changes to 
the interior, other 
than a new steering 
wheel and a slight¬ 
ly different centre 
stack and console. 

There are some 
new features, 
though, including 
an available six-way 
power driver’s seat. 
and in the upper 
trim levels, elec¬ 
tronic safety tech¬ 
nologies such as blind spot 
monitoring, cross-traffic alert, 
emergency braking, and adaptive 
cruise control that automatically 
ad justs its speed to traffic ahead. 

These positive changes shake 
up the Sen tra, but not the seg¬ 
ment. it's competitive but still 
not a heads-above standout as far 
as the driving experience goes. 

That said, it's well-priced com¬ 
pared to other compact sedans 
with simiktr features, and it's 
definitely worthy of a second 
look when you're in the market 
for something new.

Volvo declares war on traffic accident fatalities

Uk Kerssemekefs, Volvo, on the 
company's goals for Vision 2020 


Lex Kerssemakers, the head 
of Volvo's operations in the 
United States, said that the 
only acceptable number of 
road traffic deaths is "zero. 1 " 
Addressing the crowds on the 
opening day of the Chicago 
Auto Show, Kersse makers out¬ 
lined Volvo's ambitious aim 
— Vision 2020 — the goal 
of which is to ensure no one 
travelling in a new Volvo is 
killed or injured in a crash by 
the end of the decade. 

“It is unacceptable that 
more than 1.2 million people 
are killed in traffic annually," 


Kerssemakers said, 

“Here in the U.S., the fig¬ 
ure is approximately 33.000 
people. Zero is the only ac¬ 
ceptable number for us to 
work toward." 


Volvo built its reputation 
on safety and has been one 
of the early leaders in the 
development of semi-autono¬ 
mous driving systems. 

The company sees these 


technologies as being crucial 
to reducing and eventually 
eliminating deaths caused by 
road traffic accidents. 

The S9Q sedan, which is be¬ 
ing showcased at the Chicago 
Auto Show, is the first mass- 
market car to go on sale in 
the U.S. with a host of semi- 
autonomous drive features, 
including highway naviga¬ 
tion, as standard. 

But that is just the begin¬ 
ning. 

“At the end of 2017 we will 
have the largest and world’s 
first fleet of 100 autonomous 


vehicles in the hands of real 
customers." Kerssemakers 
said, referring to Volvo's 
multi-year autonomous driv¬ 
ing tehnology project — Drive 
Me — currently underway in 
Gothenburg, Sweden, 

“It will allow real cus¬ 
tomer feedback to help de¬ 
velop the first AD cars avail¬ 
able to a wider audience.. It 
will also assist authorities 
to understand how legisla¬ 
tion. infrastructure plan¬ 
ning and other societal ele¬ 
ments will need to develop."
